None,, other than a 
few who remarked it was Friday and 
a few more who registered their first 
spring fever because of beautiful sky 
and fascinating sunshine, appeared to 
give it more than a passing thought.

versary of one o£ the most important 
events in the history of the world— 
the declaration of war upon Germany 
by the United States. Since that date

much to every nation of the globe.

Hampshire's loyal cltizentry is ,. the 
•sensation of the electric thrills of pa- 
triotism for America and spirit of op- 
position to the "v.-:ir on humanity" 
program that swept the entire coun- 
try and turned America over night 
into one vast field of preparation. 


Newspapers the evening of the Cth 


carried sweeping headlines announc- 
ing the declaration of war by Wood- 
row Wilson and the consequent pre- 
vailing state of war: 
likewise 
the 


announcement that shortly after sign- 
ing the important document, the chief 
executive had affixed his signature to 
a proclamation of war calling upon the 
loyal people of the United States to 
give their undivided support 
to 
all 


measures of the government. 


Officials of the 
navy department 


telegraphed or sent by wireless hasty 
messages to all stations, navy yards 
and ships, reading, "The President has 
signed an act of-congress which de- 
clares that a state of war exists be 
tween'the U. S. and Germany." 


To one side of this startling piece 


of news was a warntnig that U-boats 
were believed to be in- waiting off the 
Gulf of Mexico ready to wage war on 
an instant's notice. A score of these 
had been reported through unofficial 
channels to be lying idle just outside 
the Gulf. 


There too, was the announcement 


that all German vessels, ships and 
crafts of all kinds tied up at Ameri- 
can ports were being seized. There 
were 91 in all with a^total gross ton- 
nage of COO,000 tons. Boston acted first, 
seizing immediately the five vessels 
anchored' there. New London, Conn., 
New York City; and Baltimore, Md.. 
followed in close order. 


Twenty-three crafts harmorod in the 


Philippine Islandsajwere taken over. 11 
at Honolulu: one at Pago Paga; 27 at 
New York, live at Boston; -three at 
Baltimore; two In Philadelphia; three 
in San Francisco; two in Southport; 
two in Astoria; and one ea<;h at Port- 
land, Oregon, Winslow, Wash.. Seattle, 
Norfolk, Va.. Savannah, Ga.. Charles- 
ton, W. Va., Jacksonville, Fla., and San 
Juan, P. R. 


Like a flash the interests of the na- 


tion were substituted for private en- 
terprise and ambition and instantly 
the entire country became a great unit 
of preparedness. Men made' ready for 
war, women for field work and home 
assistants, boys and giris for knitting 
and sewing as their part in the giant 
program. 


War activities were on. in earnest. 


From every state troops reported. New 
Hampshire's willing fighters totalled 
14,484. In everl camp on both sides ot 
the Atlantic were found representa- 
tive groups of Granite State men. 
Through all the fighting- Granite State 
man played a prominent part and al- 
though scores of these brave lads nev- 
er again saw their native land, they 
contributed much 
to the victorious 


ending of the world crisis. 


That New Hampshire 
men dis- 


tinguished themselves in action is re- 
affirmed by the many distinguished 
service crosses awarded by the Presi- 
dent for "especial bravery in actual 
conflict and gallantry at the risk of 
their lives." 


Many other medals and citations for 


distinguished action and heroic deeds 
were won by Granite State fighters, 
although the 
distinguished 
service 


cross is the most conspicuous. 


Complete records of these

1919.
